Thus it will be seen that over + five years 
ago the people were paying interest in coin 
upon only one thousand millions of the 
debt; now they are paying interest in coin 
upon two thouscnd millions of the debt. 
Then seven hundred and fifty-one millions 
of the debt drew currency interest; now 
the comparatively small sum of fifty-nine 
millions is all that is carried by currency 
interest.

Io his May schedule of the public debt 
the Secretary of the Treasury reports a 
decrease in the aggregate of the debt, du- 
ring the month, of $11,697,703 30. “This,” 
says an organ of the Secretary, “exhibits 
avery gratifying progress, and must tend 
to give strength to our credit both at home 
and abroad.” According Ww a recent letter 
from the Hon. Faeeman OLARg&E, of 
Rochester, N. Y., ex-Comptroller of the 
Currency, the honest tax-payers of the 
country are now paying upon a basis of 
revenue of about $900 000,000 per annum, 
which is seventy-five millions a month. 
Ot this seventy-five millions per month, 
eleven mil‘ions are appropriated to the 
liquidation of the audited debt, and sixty- 
four millions of it are swallowed up by 
the Administiation and the myriads of 
plunderers who are kept in its pay.
